The Elders, thinking good could 
still be done in that community, ignored 
the anonymous warning and went about 
their duties. Nothing occurred to molest 
their peace until July Ist. On that date 
a public meeting had been arranged at 
the house of a friend. The appointment 
had not been out long before it was 
learned there was a niovement on foot 
to break up the meeting. The friends of 
the brethren and religious liberty deter- 
mined that such should not be the case, 
and at the appointed time were at the 
place of meeting, armed and ready to 
resist any mob that might come. The 
good man of the house took the precau- 
tion to build large fires on the outside. 
which made it light for some distance 
from the house. After the commence- 
ment of the meeting, the mob, who had 
gathered in the woods, began firing their 
guns, continuing the racket while the ser- 
vice lasted. After service the demons 
lingered near, expecting the Elders to 
come out and baptize some converts. The 
brethren remained indoors, however, and 
were protected the entire night by brave 
friends, and next day left the neighbor- 
hood, thankful their lives had been

PERSONALITY OF GOD. 


BY APOSTLE MATHIAS F. COWLEY. 

The general idea of Deity which ob- 
tains throughout the go-called Christian 
world is stated briefly in this way: “God 
is a being. without body, parts or pas- 
sions.” The. Latter Day Saints accept 
ot our Heavenly Father as possessing a 
literal tabernacle of flesh and bones (not 
blood), and in whose image man is lit- 
erally created. Our views ‘Pespecting this 
important subject are based upon the 
revelations of God to man in ancient and 
modern times, and concerning which 
there is no contradiction between the 
testimony of the hets. “And God 
said let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness; and let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the 
fowl of the air, and over the cattle, and 
over all the earth, and over every creep- 
ing thing that creepeth upon the earth. 
So God created’ man in His own image. 
in the image of God created He him: 
male and female created He them.” 
(Gen. i:26-27.) 

It is claimed by some that this is only 
to be understood as a moral image. There 
is, however, no reason to justify such a 
view to be deducted from this statement 
quoted, nor from any other passage of 


Holy Writ. To the contrary, the Serip- 


tures go to show that man is literally in 
the image of his maker. Concerning 
Abraham the Scriptures say: And the 
Lord appeared unto him in the plains 
of Mamre; and he sat in the tent door in 
the heat of the day; and he lifted up his 
eyes and looked and lo three men stood 
by him; and when he saw them he ran 
to meet them from the tent door, and 
bowed himself toward the ground. And 
said, my Lord, if now I have found fa- 


vor in thy sight; pass not away, I pray 


thee, from thy servant; let a little water, 
I pray you, be fetched, and wash your 
feet, and rest yourselves under the 
tree.” (Gen. 18:1-4.) 3 | | 

Material as this may appear to many. 
the first verse of the chapter, as well as 
other verses following those quoted, 
proves conclusively that this records a 
personal appearing of the Lord, and also 
that He has a tangible being, composed 
of various parts of the body, as literal as 
those which characterize His offspring. 
This is only one out of many instances 
in which the Lord appeared to Abra- 
ham. Read the seventeenth chapter of 
Genesis, 1-3. “And when Abram was 
ninety years old and nine, the Lord ap- 
peared to Abram, and said unto him, I 
am the Almighty God, walk before me 
and be thou perfect. And I will make 
my covenant between me and thee, and 
will multiply thee exceedingly. And 
Abram fell on his face; and God talked 
with him.” Then followed the conversa- 
tion engaged in between God our Eternal 
Father and Abraham the father of the 
faithful.” How such an event should 


oceur between a literal human being and | 


one who had no literal organization, 
“without body, parts, or passions,” re- 
quires more credulity to believe than to

viz: that God has a literal personality.

The Son a Separate Personage From 
Fes the Father. 

Many ‘entertain the belief that of the 
three personages, constituting the God- 
head, only one is a personal being with 
a ‘tangible body, viz: the Lord Jesus 
Ohrist. Enough evidence has been of- 
fered ‘to prove the contrary of this er- 
roneous theory, but as the Scriptures 
are full of evidence on this important 
subject, we present our readers with sev- 
eral quotations which will aid them in 
their ‘researches -after the truth respect- 
ing this important doctrine. Matthew 
informs us concerning the baptism of the 
| Savior that The heavens were opened 
‘unto him, and he saw the Spirit of God 
descending like a dove and lighting upon 
him. And lo a voice from heaven, say- 
ing, this is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased.” (Matt. 3:16-17.) In 
this instance the Savior is represented 
as being at the waters of Jordan, while 
the voice of His Father came from the 
courts of Heaven, showing that they 
were two distinct personages, existing in 
separate places at the same time. This 
testimony of Matthew is corroborated by 
that of Mark and Luké, the former in 
the eleventh verse of his first chapter: 
“And there came a voice from Heaven, 
saying, Thou art my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased,” and in Luke, 
the third chapter and twenty-second 
verse, as follows: “And the Holy Ghost 
descended in a bodily shape like a dove 
upon him, and a voice came from Heaven 
which said, Thou art my beloved Son; 


in thee I am well pleased. 


On one occasion, while the Savior se- 
riously contemplated the coming ordeal 
of His crucifixion, He | uttered these 
words: “And Jesus answered them say- 
ing, the hour is come that the Son of 
Man should be glorified. He that loveth 
his life shall lose it. If any man serve 
me let him follow me. If any man serve 
Now is 
my soul troubled; and what shall I say? 
Father, save me ‘from this hour; but for 
this cause came I unto this hour. Father, 
glorify thy name. Then came there a 
voice from Heaven, saying, I have glo- 
rified it, and will glorify it again.“ (St. 
John, 12, 23, 25, 26, 27, 28.) 

Still another instance where the voice 
of the Father was heard, and in the pres- 
ence of other witnesses than the Savior, 
is recorded in Matthew, seventeenth 
chapter; the fifth and sixth verses. 
“While He yet spake, behold ‘a bright 


cloud overshadowed them, and behold, a 


voice out of the cloud which said, This 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased, hear ye him. And when the 
disciples heard it they fell on their face 
and were sore afraid.“ The disciples 
here referred to were Peter, James and 
John. Peter relates this glorious event 
as follows: For we have not followed 
cunningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were eye- 
witnesses of His Majesty. For he re- 
ceived from God the Father, honor and 
glory, and there came such a voice to 
him from the excellent glory, This is my 


beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. | 


And this voice which came from Heaven 
we heard when we were with Him in the 
holy mount.” | | | 
The account of this vision is also re- 
corded in Mark 9:7. “And a voice came 
out of the cloud saying, This is my be- 
loved Son, hear Him.” And again in 


Luke 9:35: “And ‘there encom a voice. 
out o the eloud toad bear Him.”

When the Savior Father 
no one could reasonably say that He 
was addressing Himself, and we have 
many instances recorded by the writers 
of the New Testament that Jesus sup- 
plicated His Father in humble prayer. 
“I thank thee, O Father, Lord of Heaven 
and earth, that Thou hast hid these 
things from the wise and the prudent, 
and hast revealed them unto babes; even 
so Father; for so it seemed good in thy 
sight. All things are delivered to me of 
my Father.” (Luke 10:21-22.) 

“Father, the hour is come; glorify thy 
Son, that thy Son may glorify thee. And 
now,:O my Father, glorify thou me with 
thine own self, with the glory which 
I had with thee before the world was.” 
(John 17:1-5.) 

“I came forth from the Father, and 
am come into the world, again I leave 
the world and go to the Father.” (John 
16:28.) | 

To these references may be added the 
ones before referred to giving an ac- 
count of the martyrdom of Stephen in 
the seventh chapter of the Acts of the 
Apostles, and the statement by Paul, in 
the first chapter of his letter to the He- 
brews. Many other Scriptural testimo- 
nies might be cited to prove that the 
Father and the Son are personal 
each separate and distinet from the 
other. . 

The. following passage of Scripture is 
often cited to prove that the Savior 
Neither pray I for these alone, but for 
these also which shall believe on me 
through their word; that they all may be 
one; as thou Father art in me and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in us:; 
that the world may believe that thou 
hast sent me. And the glory which thou 
hast given me I have given them; that 
they may be one as we are one.” (John 
17:20-22.) 

The very wording ot this ‘Setiptare 
shows that the Father and the Son 
are not in one person, because He prays 
that all the disciples may be one in the 
same manner that the Father and the 
Son are one, and one in that sense only, 
for the simple reason that the oneness of 
the Father and the Son is perfect and 
complete. Their unity consists in being 
one in wisdom, one in knowledge, one 
in power, One in council, having a — 
of in the accomplishment of 
man’s salvation to the fullest extent, and 
in every conceivable respect. The disci- 
ples of Jesus could not be one in person, 


‘for each of himself is a separate individ- 


uality; they can be one, however, as the 
Father and Son are one in the accom- 
t of one great purpose—the sal- 

vation of mankind—because they are bap- 
tized by one spirit into one body, they 
have one Lord, one faith and one bap- 
tism. and are all taught of God; having 
“access by one spirit unto the Father“ 
(Eph. 2:18), who is not the author of con- 
fusion and cannot, consistently with His 
own attributes, contradict Himself.

Remarks at Salt Lake Cy, 9, 1899. 


APOSTLE W. TAYLOR. 


Before closing, 1 wish to bear my tes- , 
timony to what has been said, and con- 
cerning this Gospel. I know that God 
lives, and that every man and woman 
can have this testimony if they will de- 
vote themselves to God and keep His 
commandments. I know that Joseph 
Smith was a prophet of God, full of. in- 
spiration, and a man that had the reve- 
lations of the Lord Jesus Christ continu- 
ally delivered unto him; that the gifts 
and blessings that were in the ancient 
Church of Christ exist in the Church of 
Christ in our day. 

I wish to say to my young brethren and 
sisters, do not be led away by the soph- 
istry of the world, “for straight is the 
gate and narrow is the way that leadeth 
unto eternal life and few there be that 
find it; and broad is the gate and wide 
is the way that leadeth to destruction, 
and many there be that go in thereat.”
